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LUTO RACE SUPPORTERS | 
WIN AT THE HEARING 


Nassau Supervisors Upheld by 
Practically Unanimous Vote. 


AN INJUNCTION TALKED OF 


Some Farmers Taken to Mineola Court 
* in Automobiles — Race Promoters 
Promise Safety for All.

MINEOLA, Oct. 4.—Despite the fact that 


many residents of Nassau County have 
been said to be opposed to the international 
automobile race, to be held on Saturday 
next, there were only a few votes against 
the race at the hearing before the Board of | 
Supervisors here to-day. 

Some time before the hour set for the 
hearing wagonloads of farmers began to 
arrive; and a few even came in the auto- 
mobiles of the race promoters. Several 
stopped and chatted with W. Gould Bro- 
kaw, Clarence Gray Dinsmore, William K. 
Vanderbilt, Jr., the donor of the cup for 
which the competitors are to race; William 
Wallace, and others who had come over to 
the Court House at Mineola in their high- 
power cars. An effort was made to have 
the hearing in the chamber of the Board of 
Supervisors, but as it would not accom- 
modate half of the crowd that had gath- 
ered Judge Seabury adjourned his court 
and the hearing was held in the County 
Court room. ; 

Mr. Vanderbilt, Oliver H. P. Belmont, 
8. B. Stevens, George Arents, W. Gould 
Brokaw, A. R. Pardington, the Chairman 
of the Race Committee, and others had 
seats in the jury box. Supervisors William 


A. Jones, Gribbell Brower, and Eugene V. 
Willis were present. 

President Jones began the hearing by 
reading the petition made by the Protect- 
ive Association of Nassau County asking 
that the race be forbidden. He followed 
this by asking for expressions of opinion. 
John A. Taylor, a gray-bearded farmer, 
led the speaking for those opposed by 
Saying that it was high time that 
Nassau County stopped granting special 
privileges to wealthy men. He cited 
the case of a boy recently killed by an au- 
tomobile, and added that an automobile 
driver had remarked that it was only an 
accident anyway, and such things were 
bonnd to occur. Taylor demanded that 
what he termed an outrage be stopped; that 
if, the men interested wished to hold races 
of this character they purchase and build 
private tracks so that the citizens might 
not be in danger of their lives. He de- 
nounced the granting of.the privilege as an 
cutrage upon the people. 

-E. M. Bennett, Secretary of the Protect- 
ive Association, presented a letter of ob- 
jection. He added that it was the only ac- 
tion that the association contemplated at 
preeent, but that they would hold the Su- 
pervisors responsible if the roads were used 
for the purpose of allowing manufacturers 
to advertise cars and for speed trials for a 
foreign club. Then John Myers, a resident 
of Hempstead, spoke in protest. He 
said that he was in constant fear 
fer his family, and that for their safe- 
ty they were obliged to become prisoners 
in their home, as the motor cars sped past 
his house often at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. He pointed out that this 
was in open defiance of the law, and that 
the prospect of the race only made matters 
worse, President Jones asked why he did 
not take the numbers of the cars that vio- 
lated the law, and Mr. Myers created a 
laugh by answering that all one could see 
Was a cloud of dust. 

Theophilus Parsons, representing the Su- 
pervisors, pointed out that any suits for 
damages could be brought against the Auto- 
mobile Club of America. James Vander- 
veer asked the Supervisors to tell him what 
chance a private individual would have in 
bringing a damage suit and fighting the 
pooled money of the Automobile Club, 

Then those in favor of the Supervisors’ 
action spoke. Wilbur R. Lewis of West- 
bury said that it was really the farmers 
who benefited by the race. It would, he 
said, attract men of wealth to take resi- 
dence in the county. He told how property | 
values had increased, and pointed out that 
it was now more profitable for the farmer 
to sell his land to wealthy men than to 
work over the plow. As an object lesson 
he told of a piece of property that a year: 
ago was assessed for $500, and this year 
was down for $60,000. P. J. Powers also 
spoke heartily in favor of the race. He 
said the wealthy men who had taken resi- 
dence in the county had taken upon them- 
selves the burden of taxation and thus re- 
Meved the farmers. [If they paid their 
money they were entitled to a little pleas- 


ure.

COACH GOODWIN BANKRUPT. 


Columbia’s Rowing Man Owes Seth Low 
and Others $29,468. 


Jasper T. Goodwin, well known in col- 
lege athletic circles as coach of Columbia 
University’s crew, filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy yesterday, as a salesman residing 
at 2,647 Broadway. His liabilities are $29,- 
468, and nominal assets $1,053; consisting 
of a farm of 160 acres at Washington, N, 
H., valued at $800, but mortgaged for 
$1,000; two and one-half acres of land in 
the same place, valued at $150, mortgaged 
for $150; books, $100, and cash, $3. A large 
part of the dewts were contracted in a 
hotel venture at Washington, N. H.,, be- 
tween 1895 and 1899, for labor, materials, 
and supplies. Other debts were contracted 
in this eity between 1894 and 1904, mostly 
Tor borrowed money. 

De ‘Witt €, Cohen of this city recently 
obtained a judgment against Mr. Goodwin 
for $1,069, and to prevent an examination 
in supplementary proceedings in the City 
Court Mr. Goodwin filed the petition in 
bankruptcy and obtained an order from 
Judge Holt of the United States District 
Court staying all proceedings on the part 
ot Mr. Cohen for a year. 

Mr. Goodwin has eighty-three creditors, 
the largest being ex-Mayor Seth Low, to 
whom he owes $5,903 for money lent in 
1894. Mr. Low holds his note. Among 
the other New York creditors are A. C. 
Rowe, $500; Cleveland Dodge, $450; D. H. 
McAlpin, $300; Charles W. McAlpin, $250; 
J. Edgar Leaycraft, $250, and H. T. Bron- 
son, $100, all for money loaned,' He owes 
the Misses Ely $600 for tuition in 1900 and 
1901. Mr. Goodwin is a salesman for fire- 
extinguishing appliances.

BARRED BY FRAUD ORDER. 


| Authorities Close Mails to the Thomas 


A. Edison, Jr., Chemical Company.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4,—An order was is- 
sued to-day by the Post Office Department 
denying the use of the mails to the Bhomas 
A. Edison, Jr., Chemical Company of Stone 
Street, New York, on the ground that the 
concern is attempting a fraud on the pub- 
lic. The Edison involved is the son of the 
inventor. 

The concern has been under investigation 
for several weeks, and the reports of In- 
spectors show that it makes and sells a 
magno-electric yvitalizer which the adver- 
tising literature of the concern claims” has 


| 
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nearly six hours of uriconsciousness. 

The last official caller was President 
Roosevelt, and he had been gone only about 
ten minutes when the Postmaster General 
died. Secretary Hay had called a few 
minutes before the President. Neither 
entered the sick room.

L, Jones and Miss Louise Jones, relatives; 
the Rev. Dr. Dunlap, pastor of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church; Private Secretary Whit- 
ney, Miss Marie Barbieri, on old compan- 
ion of Mrs, Payne; Mr. and Mrs. N. §. 
Mason of Washington, and the colored mes- 
senger at the department of the Postmaster 
General. 

Funeral services will be held at St. John’s 
Church next Friday morning, and at 3:15 
in the afternoon the body will be taken to 
Milwaukee on the private car of President 
A. J. Earling of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad, who tendered the 
use of the car by telegraph. Services will 
be held on Sunday at All Saints’ Epis- 
copal Church at Milwaukee. Interment will 
be at the Forest Home Cemetery there. 

President Roosevelt this evening spoke 
feelingly of Mr. Payne as “the sweetest, 
most lovable, and most trustful man I ever 
knew.”’ 

Secretary Hay said that he never had met 
a man of more genuine honesty and integ- 
rity, a man absolutely truthful and fear- 
less in his expressions of what he believed 
to be true. ‘‘He.was,”’ continued the Sec- 
retary, “a man of such remarkable up- 
rightness ard purity of character that, 
judging other people by himself, he was 
slow to believe evil of any one. But the 
moment he was convinced that his confi- 
dence had been: betrayed he was most ener- 
getic and untiring in his investigation of 
wrongdoing and in his desire to punish it.” 

It is the understanding that George B. 
Cortelyou ig to become Postmaster General, 
The law provides that in case of a vacancy 
of this character occurring from death or 
other cause during the recess of the Sen- 
ate the President may designate the head 
of any other department, or any other offi- 
cer in any department whose appointment 
is vestec in the President, by and with the 
advice.and consent of the Senate, to per- 
form the duties of the vacant office until a 
successo1: is appointed. But such designa- 
tion is limited to thirty days. 

The law provides that the First Assistant 
shall act unless otherwise directed by the 
President until a successor is appointed, 
but this temporary service can be per- 
formed only for the period stated, which 
will expire three days before the day fixed 
for the Presidential election. If Mr. Cor- 
telyou sbould be designated at that time 
he would be holding the office of Postmas- 
ter General as well as serving as Chairman 
of the National Committee. 

But while the person who will act as 
Postmaster General cannot so act beyond 
the statutory period of thirty days, the 
President can allow the vacancy to con- 
tinue for several days thereafter without 
prejudice to the public interests, and thus 
Mr. Cortelyou could be designated after his 
work as Chairman of the National Repub- 
lican Ccommittee is completed. 

It is highly probable that this course will 
be followed, and that after Nov. 8 Mr. Cor- 
telyou wili be appointed to fill the vacancy 
regardless of the outcome of the Presiden- 
tial election. In the event of Mr. Roose- 


veilt being elected it.is understood that Mr. 
Cortelyou would retain the Postmaster Gen- 
eralship. 


Postmaster General Payne’s death marks 
the passing of one more of the old Repub- 
lican guard. Next to the late Senator Han- 
na, he was the most commanding figure in 
the management of the two memorable 
campaigns against Bryan. His name was 
associated with all the hard-fought polit- 
ical battles in the Middle West during the 
last quester of a century. He had been an 
invalid for years, but doggedly stuck to his 
post as Vice Chairman at Chicago in 1896 
and 1900, when the duties taxed his frail 
physical powers to the uttermost. 

Henry C. Payne was born in Ashfield, 
Franklin County, Mass., Nov. 23, 1843. He 
received his education in the common 
schools and In an academy. He moved 
to Wisconsin when twenty years old and re- 
sided there the remainder of his life. 

He became prominently identified with 
business affairs in Milwaukee. He served 
as President of the Wisconsin Telephone 
Company, as Director in the First National 
Bank of Milwaukee, President of the Mil- 
waukee and Northern Railroad Com 
Vice President of the Milwaukee and Cream 
City Street Railway Companies, and Gen- 
eral Manager of their combined properties. 
He also was at one time President of the 
American Street Railway Association, and 
was receiver for the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road. He was likewise extensively engaged

‘CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LEGAL. 


New Hampshire Supreme Court Up- 
holds Decision of Lower Tribunal. 


CONCORD, N. H., Oct. 4.—The legality of 
the practice of Christian Science in New 
Hampshire was upheld by the Supreme 
Court of the State to-day in a decision 
handed down in the suit of Mrs. Jennie 
Spead of this city to recover damages for 
injuries as the result of treatment by Irv- 
ing W. Tomlinson, a Christian Science 
practitioner, also of Concord. 

Mrs. Spead charged that Tomlinson had 
failed to cure her. of the illness for which 
he treated her, and that her cure was great- 
ly delayed by the’time spent in taking his 
treatment. The case was decided in favor 
of the defendant in the lower court and was 
appealed, The Supreme Court now affirms 
the decision and dismisses the bill. 

In substance, the court holds that the 
practice of Christian Science is legal and 
that patients who have resorted to such 
treatment cannot recover any damages in 
ease the practitioner ues the accepted 
Christian Science methods of treatment, It 
deefMes that Christian Science treatment is 
neither. negligent nor, deceitful, and’ that 
as Mrs. Spead went to Mr. Tomlinson seek- 
ing Christian Science treatment, it was his 
duty to treat her by that method, and that 
she could not claim that such method of 
treatment was contrary to public policy.

NORTHERN PACIFIC ROAD 


St. Paul and Union Pacific Said to 
Have Control. 


STOCKS SHOW GREAT ACTIVITY 


St. Paul Jumps 7!4 Points in Year’s Rec- 
ord Market—Wall Street Cred- 
its Big Deal. 


A sensational rise in. Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul shares yesterday, which 
showed an advance of 7% points over the 
close of the day before, and of 8% points 
over Motiday’s low price, stirred the Stock 
Exchange Ifst to the greatest activity of 


the year, and set on foot talk of changes 
of the first magnitude in the so-called com- 
munity of interest oyer the vast railroad 
territory west of the Mississippi. 

St. Paul alone contributed nearly 150,000 
shares to the day’s total. This represented 
something over one-quarter of the capital 
stock of the road, and inasmuch as the 
stock is very tightly held by the Standard 
Oil interests in control of the property, the 
activity meant that the available floating 
supply must have been bought and sold 
over and over again. 

Behind the market movement reports 
came out, first, that St. Paul, in the course 
of the contest generally believed to be 
going on between E. H. Harriman and the 
Rockefeller party, was to take over the 
Northern Pacific and the Erie, so estab- 
lishing a transcentinental line and afford- 
ing the Rockefellers the desired outlet to 
the Pacific. Subsequently it was said that 
the acquisition of the Canadian Pacific was 
to accomplish a like result, and later that 
St. Paul now represented control of the 
Union Pacific. 

At first the burst of strength in the stock 
atfected the rest of the market, which 
fairly boiled over with enthusiasm. But 
when no definite explanation was forth- 
coming, and when denials were sent out 
by those most intimately identified with 
the property, a profit-taking movement set 
in which carried the market off a point, and 
in some instances more. The reaction was, 
however, only temporary, and at the close 
sentiment had become bullish again. The 
total sales were 1,345,648 shares. 

Sifting out the rumors after the market 
had closed found some of the biggest peo- 
ple in the financial district believing that 
there was ‘“‘something doing.” James J. 
Hill, J. P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and other sources more or less closely 
identified with the affairs of the various 
roads sent out denials that there was any- 
thing of importance developing. J. J. Hill, 
however, accompanied by George F. Baker, 
had a tong conference with members of the 
Morgan firm, ahd conferences were also in 
progress between représéntatives of the 
other properties mentioned, 

The St. Paul reperts, however, persisted, 
despite denials. It was said that with St. 
Paul in control of Union Pacific by its re- 
cent purchases, and the latter road already 
well into Northern Pacific, the objection 
to. the Northern Pacific being controlled 
by a competing line would be done away 
with, since neither St. Paul nor Union Pa- 
cific is a competitor of the more northerly 
route, 

This arrangement would leave to James 
J. Hill the possession of the Great North- 
ern, with “an interest in the Burlington. 
Objection was made that such an arrange- 
mént could not be accomplished without the 
cousent of Mr. Hill, as the control of the 
Northern Pacific is absolutely held by the 
Northern Securities Company. But in reply 
it was urged that perhaps the recent activ- 
ty jn Northern Securities meant the round- 
ing out of the ownership of a sufficient 
amount of Northern Securities stock to give 
econtrol-of the road, on the dissolution of 
the Northern Securities, to the holders of 
that stock if combined with the stock 
owned by the Union Pacific. 

The financing of such a scheme would not 
be a difficult matter, as deals go nowadays 
in Wall Street, for the money market is 
easy. and St. Paul has some $25,00u,. 
stock ready which could be issued for ac- 
qWisition of further properties. If this 
should not suffice a bond issue could be 
made. The whole scheme,as outlined above 
would also mean that the recent difficulties 
between Standard Oil interests and Harri- 
man-interests had been settled, and it would 
make William Rockefeller and H. H. Rog- 
ers the most powerful figures in the goyv- 
vot Daten of the railroads of the United 
States. , 

The stocks of all the roads mentioned 
were active and strong yesterday. Union 
Pacific shares to the amount of nearly 170,- 
060 were traded in, while in Southern Pa- 
cific sales figured up 80,000 shares in round 
numbers. 


MORGANS DIDN’T CONSPIRE. 


Charles Steele So Testifies in Northern 
Pacific Suit. 


Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Charles Steele of J. P, Morgan & Co., and 
William McClure, Secretary of the Stock 
Exchange, were the chief witnesses yester- 
day at the hearing in the suit of J. J. 
O’Leary of Chicago, who is trying to re- 
cover $55,000 from the brokerage firm of 
Sternberger, Fuld & Sinn for losses sus- 
tained in the panic of May 9, 1901, which 
caught him short of Northern Pacific stock. 
Mr. O’Leary alleges that his losses were 
the result of a conspiracy unduly to ad- 
vance the stock. Mr. Schiff's testimony of- 
fered no new contributions to the knowl- 
edge of the public regarding the inside of 
the Northern Pacific affair. 

Mr. Steele, when he was asked if J. P. 
Morgan & Co, had conspired with Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. or any other person to create 
a corner in Northern Pacific stock, replied 
that they had not. The only conference 
between the parties was held on May 9 in 
order to allay public fear and excitement. 

Mr. McClure was askéd to define the 
meaning of a “corner” in a stock and he 
replied: 

“When there is more stock sold than 
there ‘is in existence.”’ 


SEVEN MEN LOST WITH BRIDGE. 


Tried to Save Connecting Link Between 
Two Oklahoma Towns.

HIGGINS ACCEPTS, 3 
DEFENDS ADMINISTRATION 


Denies the Charges Made in the 
Democratic Platform. - 


HE SAYS HE GAVE NO PLEDGES 


Promises to be “ Governor of the Whole 
People "—Woodruff Says the 
Best Man Won. 


OLEAN, N. Y., Oct. 4.—Lieut. Gov. Frank 
W. Higgins, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, and his associates on the ticket 
chosen at the Saratoga Convention were to- 
day formally notified of their nomination. 
The ceremonies took place at Mr, Higgins’ hd 
home at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 

It had been previously arranged to have 
this part of the programme carried out at 
noon, but the wreck of a train on the Erie 
Railroad delayed a part of the committee, 
and a number of prominent Republicans 
from the eastern part of the State, and it 
Was postponed until they arrived. An im- 
mense crowd surrounded Mr, Higgins’s 
home, and the nominees were enthusiastic- 
ally cheered. e 

John G, Wallenmeier, the nominee for 
State Treasurer; Edgar M. Cullen, the can- 
didate for Chief Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and William E. Werner, the candi+ 
date for Associate Judge, were absent. 

Senator George R. Malby,- who delivered 
the notification speech to the candidates, 
said in part: 

“The last utterances of our Democratic 
opponents, as expressed in their platform, 
elevate by comparison the yellowest jour- 
nalism of our great metropolitan press and 
place a lower estimate upon the intellf- 
gence of our electorate than it was thought 
possible. These false and defamatory dec- 
larations are, I presume, made on the 
theory that 
The crow can dip its coal black wings in mire, 
And, undiscovered, fly with its filth away. 

“It is to be regretted that political catn- 
paigns cannot be conducted upon a much 
higher plane, or that the real issues should 
be clouded by a false and malicious attack 
upon all our State officials, who, during the 
past ten years have furnished such con- 
elusive evidence of their ability and devo- 
tion to public duties as has never been ex- 
celled in the performance of public service 
in the world’s history. If we look for an 
excuse for such a false and cowardly at- 
tack, it may possibly be found in the per- 
sonal hatred of the one who penned the 
lines, and besides by the cry of ‘ Stop thief’ 
it was intended to permit the real culprit 
to escape.”’

PUNCHED A CONGRESSMAN. 


Georgia Candidate Had Been Called a 
Liar by Livingston.

CONYERS, Ga., Oct. 4.— While Z. P. 
Goree, the Republican candidate for Con- 
gress from the Fifth District, was speak- 
ing here to-day he attacked Congressman 
Livingston for raising the salary of his 
grandson, who is clerk in the Post Office 
here.

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\passed amid those surroundings which have 
developed in your a generous and sympa- 
thetic heart, which will enable you to see 
and to know the right and discharge your 
public duties without fear or favor or mal- 
ice or hatred toward any one, but with that 
love for right which will enable you in the 
discharge of your many duties as our Chief 
Executive to see to it that justice may be 
tempered with mercy and that all the duties 
of your high office may be discharged in 
such a manner as to meet with the ap- 
proval of all the good and law-abiding citi+ 
zens whom you may have the honor to 
serve.”’

‘During the past ten years, millions of 
doliars have been expended in the con- 
struction of a sufficient number of hospi- 
tals and charitable institutions to properly 
eare for our unfortunates. Over 32,000 
helpless inmates are cared for by the State, 
as compared with 11,264 in 1894, 

“' 1f elected Governor I shail lose no oppor- 
fhnity to advise end co-operate with that 
great army of philanthropists who are so 
unselfishly and generously laboring to im- 

rove the condition of these unfortunates, 

eeping in mind always that niggardly 

economy should not prevail as against the 
health, well-being, and cure of these 
charges of our State. 

“In a great State with its vast commercial 
interests it is important that at all times 
there should be full security and equality, 
both as to labor and capital, which will 
tend to bring these two great elements of 
society into harmony. The State has recog- 
nized its duties in this particular. More and 
better laws have been placed upon the stat- 
ute books under Republican administration 
to safeguard the interests of labor and capi- 
tal than by our opponents. 

** The ong 4 of the Republican Party to- 
ward labor has been one of performance 
rather than pretense. It has enacted the 
eight-hour law for the benefit of those em- 
ployed by the State. It has enacted similar 
laws for every municipality of the State.

DEMOCRATS’ CANAL CHARGE. 


State Committee Alleges Extravagance 
and Issues Figures After Inquiry. 


According to a statement issued last 
night by the Democratic State Committee 
that body has had expert accountants at 
work for some time making an examination 
of the canal records at Albany, with the 
result that heavy increases in the expenses 
of the canals for 1903 as against 1894 have 
been found. 

“The figures taken from the official re- 
ports of the Superintendent of Public 
Works for the years 1908 and 1894, showing 
the ordinary repairs and operating expenses 
for those years, are significant,’’ declares 
the statement. ‘‘ The year 1894 is chosen 
because that was the last year of a Demo- 
cratic admjnistration of canal affairs, Gov. 
Roswell P. Flower being then in the Bx- 
ecutive Chamber. The year 1908 is the last 
year of their administration by a Repub- 


lican Superintendent of Public Works, the 
figures tor 1904 being of course incomplete, 

“This comparison of figures shows that 
267,157 less tons were moved in 1908 than 
during the season of 1894. Notwithstanding 
this decrease of more than a quarter of a 
million tons, it cost $10,187.81 more in 
salaries of officers an smpeo es at the 
Albany office than was paid in isos: nor is 
this salary item the least important in 
showing the extravagance, not to say wilful 
waste of the Republican administration. 
There is the item of operating expenses. 
The figures show that these were $183,874.18 
more than those of 1894.”’

Cortelyou Said to Have Told Him 
Silence Was Golden. 


PRESIDENT. WANTS HIS STATE 


Not Content with National Chairman's 
View That He Might Win With- 


out New York. 


There are two explanations whispered 
in Republican circles to account for 
the complaisant acquiescence of Governor- 
Chairman Odell in the suggestions made 
by National Chairman Cortelyou that the 
Governor-Chairman should give out no 
more statements under his own signature 
and that Mr. Higgins, Republican candi- 
date for Governor, should take the stump 
and do his best to convince the public that 
he, and not the Governor-Chairman, is the 
Republican candidate. 

The first explanation is that the Goy- 
ernor-Chairman is getting alarmed over the 
situation and is more willing at the present 
time to divide the responsibility for the 
State campaign with the National Chair- 
man than he was when he took charge of 
the State headquarters of his party. This 
explanation is belied by the professed con- 
fidence, real or assumed, of the Governor- 
Chairman's lieutenants. 

The second explanation, and the one more 
generally credited, is that Chairman Cor- 
telyou gave the Governor-Chairman to un- 
derstand that the liberality of the National 
Committee toward the conduct of the State 
campaign would be in the exact proportion 
that the advice of the National Chairman, 
acting fur President Roosevelt, was recog- 
nized. 

The Governor-Chairman, it is sald, on re- 
ceiving that intimation of the National 
Committee’s attitude, decided the best 
course for him to pursue would be to take 
all suggestions coming from the National 

hairman as graciously as he possibly 
could, instead of standing aloof as he did in 
the beginning and saying that the cam- 
paign should be run exactly as he wished 
it run or else he would have nothing to do 
with it. 

As a result of his change of demeanor to- 
ward the National Committee it is being 
whispered around among the politicians 
that the Republican State Committee is to 
have the largest campaign fund ever ex- 
pended in one State in the history of 
politics in this Country. With the exception 
of Indiana and West Virginia, the Republic- 
an leaders at National Headquarters assert 
absolute confidence in their ability to carry 
every Other doubtful State without the ex- 
penditure of much money. It is understood 
to be the plan of Chairman Cortelyou, in 
view of his confidence as to the outcome 
in other States, to utilize most of his “ am- 
munition” for the campaign in New York. 

While Chairman Cortelyou believes that 
President Roosevelt can be elected without 
the vote of New York, the President is said 
to feel a pride in having the electoral vote 
of New York for him, and this feeling and 
the knowledge that without New York it 
would be eg wy mae for the Democrats to 
win, are said to have influenced Chairman 
Cortelyou in his decision to afford Gover- 
nor-Chairman Odell by far the largest share 
of the means at his disposal. 

ident Roosevelt and Frank Wayland 
Higgins, the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, are personal friends, and a compara- 
tively recent visit which Mr. Hig ns made 
to Oyster Bay to see the President, it is 
believed, may have had something to do 
with the interest which Chairman Cortel- 
you is now manifesting in the success of 
the State ticket in New York. 

There is said to be a floating vote of 
nearly 200400 in the up-State counties of 
New York Whicn dvés not get into.the bal- 
lot box until late in the afternoon, and 
then only after the proper kind of persua- 
sion on the party of the count eaders.

Long Fight for Senate Nomination , 
Brooklyn. 


Brooklyn's Democratic Senate district 
nominating conventions last night were en- 
livened by a fight in the Fifth Senate Dis- 
trict, where Assemblyman James J. Kehoe, 
by forming a combination with John Mor- 
risey Gray, tled up the proceedings for 
hours, so that up to an early hour this 
morning no nomination had been effected.

GIENTISTS GET TOO LITTLE 


Condition Will Certainly React, English 
Scientist Says, at Farewell Recep- 
tion to Him: in Brooklyn. 


On the eve of his departure for England, 
efier a sx weeks’ stay in this country, Sir 
(William Ramsay, K. C. B., F. R. 8., Pro- 
fessor in Chemistry at the University Col- 
lege, London, was entertained las? night by 
the Physical Science Departments of the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and Sciences at 
&@-<arewell. reception and banquet given in 
his honor ac the Union League Club in that 
borough. Covers were laid for 135. guests 
in the banquet hall of the club, which had 
been decorated with American and British 
flags tor the occasion. Dr. Irving W.. Fay, 
Professor in Chemistry at the Polytechnic 
institute, was toastmaster, 

Sir William, in responding to the last 
toast of the evening, said that during his 
stay in this country he had been greatly 
impressed by ‘the great power of organiza- 
tion displayed by leading manufacturers 
and commercial men, but had also learned 
that men employed in.a scientific capacity 
—especially those engaged ‘in teaching the 
sciences as wellas law and medicine—were 
e&cning less than they would earn if they 
Were engaged in industrial pursuits. 

“This condition of affairs,’* said Sir Will- 
iam, “ unless remedied, and remedied soon, 
before long will lead to the lowering of the 
whole educational status, for it will in- 
evitably react upon the training of pro- 
fessional and scientific men in this coun- 
try, If trained by third-rate teachers—as 
they must be—it is unlikely that they will 
take the rank which they would have taken 
if their teachers had been men ‘of first- 
rate ability. 

“T* is not necessary that every professor 
should earn high emoluments, but it is nec- 
essary that those who fill the most impor- 
tant positions in the leading universities 
ofthe country should be well paid. I have 
noticed that very large sums are left or 
given to ‘teaching institutions. in America 
by a number of rich men. Generally these 
sums seem to be applied to. the erection 
of new buildings and sometimes to the 
founding of entirely néw institutions. While 
the: spirit which leads: to such beneficent 
gifts should meet with the commendation

Five Per Cent. Advance \on Rough 
Stones Will Hit Holiday Trade. 


Diamonds went up 5 per cent. in price 
yesterday, all the importers’ and cutters in 
the city receiving a cable dispatch to this 
effect from the De Beers selling syndicate 
at London, which controls 93 per cent. of 
the world’s output.

EXPRESS HITS TRUNK TRUCK. 


Driver Later Picked Out of High Bridge 
Mud Fiats Unhurt. 


A heavy two-horse truck, loaded with 
trunks and belonging to the American Ex- 
press Company, was ‘struck by a south- 
bound express train of the New York Cen- 
tral and Hudson River Road yesterday aft-

McADOO READY TO CONFER. 


Expects Harmony in His Talk with Fire 
Commissioner Hayes. 


The conference to-day on the Police-Fire 
Departments situation between _Commis- 
sioners McAdoo and Hayes will, if Mr. 
McAdoo’s views are correct, result in a per- 
fect understanding between the heads of 
these branches of the city’s administration 
and tend to better co-operation between the 
rank and file of these departments. 

“It’s going to be a friendly meeting,” 
said Mr. McAdoo last evening. ‘‘ There is 
no bone of contention between the depart- 
ments. Even if what Chief Croker said 
about the police were true, no situation of 
moment exists. But“I say that any one 
who stirs up strife between the two de- 
partments is committing a crime against 
the people of this community. There will 
be the most hearty co-operation between 
the police and firemen for the protection 
of the city. ‘If there is any smoldering 
fire anywhere I will do my best to turn 
the hose on it and put it out.’’ 

Commissioner Hayes said that in view of 
the pending conference with Mr. McAdoo 
he must decline to have anything to say 
in regard to it. 

“T’ll stand by the report in THE TIMES 
of what I said last week about the police,” 
said Chief Croker. “I am on good terms 
with Commissioner Hayes, and get all I ask 
for. A rumor of friction here has no basis 
in fact.” 

Chief Croker’s statistics in regard to the 
number of alarms of fire struck by police- 
men are not regarded as a well-found in- 
dictment. He presented figures of 1887 and 
1890, when there were few keyless or open 
boxes, compelling citizens to seek police- 
men who had aiarm box keys, against those 
of the first half of this year, when there 


were few, closed boxes, and practically nv 
necessity for seeking a policeman, to prove 
that the police are less vigilant now in de- 
tecting outbreaks of fire than they were 
sev enveen and fourteen years ago. 


POLICE WILD .D MARKSMEN. 


Fire Thirty Shots at Fleeing Suspects— 
No Results.

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THE UNDERLYING FORCES. 

We have never heard that ex-Attorney 
General Knox was a humorist or that he 
was given to sarcastic utterance. Per- 
haps it is because Mr. Knox is rather 
new to politics that he put this amazing 
question to his Philadelphia audience the 
other night: 

Do you suppose, my fellow citizens, that 
there is a man or a woman in all this 
broad Jand who reads and thinks and in- 
quires, who does not know that the under- 
lying forces in the opposition to President 
RoOoseVELT are a few men who refuse to 
bend to their country’s laws, and their 
underlying purpose is to punish the Presi- 
dent for compelling them to do so? 

He couldn’t have made it worse if he 
had tried. The implication of the ques- 
tion is so violently at war with the noto- 
rious facts that even the most solemn- 
minded Republican partisan, even the 
smuggest protected manufacturer in the 
hall, must have raised a dissembling 
hand to hide a grin. The underlying 
forces are, of course, the forces that give 
support, and the forces that are now sup- 
porting Mr. RoosEVELT’s campaign are 
these very men, not few but many, “ who 
refuse to bend to their country’s laws,” 
that still refuse. It is not necessary that 
they should “bend.” They have paid 
and are paying for the privilege of not 
bending. 

There is not, so far as the public is in- 
formed and so far as a very great part 
of it believes, in all this land a trust, a 
capitalistic combination “in the form of 
trust or otherwise,” a monopolizing 
combination or a restrainer of trade, 
actual or potential, that is giving any 
support that can be counted among “ the 
underlying forces in the opposition to 
President RoosEveLT.” ‘They are all for 
him. None of the trusts is helping Judge 
PARKER’s canvass. The Democratic Na- 
tional Committee is painfully collecting 
an inadequate fund, almost dollar by dol- 
lar, in small subscriptions. The corpora- 
tions are doing nothing for it, the trusts 
are hostile to it. Those sources of cam- 
paign funds have been tapped practically 
every one of them by Senator ALDRICH, 
Chairman and Mr. BLIss. 
They give generously, lavishly, to the 
Republican campaign fund because they 
think and believe that in that way they 
are making sure that Mr. Rooseve Tt if 
elected will give them no trouble. It is 
a seriously compromising business for 
the President, it is scandalous, it is 
shocking. But it is going on every day 
almost in the sight of the people. 

And yet Mr. Knox has the hardihood 
or the naiveté to ask his audience if there 
is anybody in this land who does not

THE COLUMBIA CURRICULUM. 

The discussion which President BUTLER 
started two years age as to a possible 
development of the course at Columbia 
that would shorten the time necessary to 
a student to give to college and to the 
professional school without reducing the 
real benefits he could obtain, has gone 
on systematically and vigorously during 
the year. Certain tentative conclusions 
have been reached. The most important 
of them, as outlined by President BuT- 
LER, we think is the following: 

The time-element in a college curriculum 
is important, but not so important as the 
attainment of a certain standard of schol- 
arly excellence and intellectual maturity. 
When that standard is reached, and not 
before that, the student should be gradu- 
ated. 

The problem before Columbia and be- 
fere every other serious institution of its 
class is how to provide the best educa- 
tion for all those who really desire it and 
are capable of attaining it. The number 
of these is constantly increasing, and 
ineir needs vary from generation to gen- 
eration. The old notion and practice of 
fifty years ago that there was a certain 
kind of college training, based largely on 
the study of the dead languages and 
their literature, pursued for four years, 
Which practically satisfied the needs of 
all, is outworn and absurd. A large num- 
ber remains to whom this sort of train- 
ing is still desirable, and who will seek it, 
though it is acknowledged that very 
great modifications in its methods and 
some in its aims are required. But this 
number, while it may .be larger than 
ever b2fore, is not relatively to the total 
of students of nearly the importance it 
formerly was. On the one hand, the 
number who seek professiona! education, 
which has now become varied and tech- 
nical to a surprising degree, and who seek 
only such general education as is requisite 
to success in their professions, is very 
great. On the other hand there is grow- 
ing up among us a large class who. de- 
gire and need a gcod general education 
and cannot give four years to getting it. 
Very many are earnest and active enough 

« 


to. do in three or in two years what is 
usually done in four. There is no place 
in the college scheme for these, and 
there ought to be. 

It is not necessarily a question of relax- 
ing the actual requirements, It is rather 
a question of providing for those who can 
satisfy these requirements in less time 
than is now insisted on. Young men can 
come to the doors of the college better 
fitted than in the past. They can study 
harder and to better effect than has 
been the custom. They can get in three, 
possibly in two, years an education of 
great value. They should have the 
chance and they should be entitled to 
some sort of a degree that fairly certi- 
fies what they have accomplished. Co- 
lumbia ought to be able to meet this call. 
It does not involve any radical change, 
only a development and extension of the 
policy of the university. It is an oppor- 
tunity to do what it does not do now. To 
call the plan a “ get-wise-quick ” plan, or 
a “quick-lunch curriculum,” is cheap 
and dull wit, since it is based on a stupid 
misunderstanding of the facts. The gen- 
eral idea is a sound one, it is directed to 
the promotion of sound education for a 
class peculiarly able and willing to avail 
themselves of it, and we shall be greatly 
disappointed if the authorities of Co- 
lumbia fail to work it out in a practical 
and sensible way.

“think that he could remain the leader 
of his party if protection were adopted.” 
Equally tardy is his statement that 
whether Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’sS estimate of 
colonial opinion is right or wrong, “a 
point has been reached where the only 
way out is to have a free conference with 
the self-governing colonies and India.” 

It is not easy to see why the Premier of 
the United Kingdom, if he is so opposed 
to protection that he could not remaiy 
leader of his party were that  polic$ 
adopted, has allowed Mr, CHAMBERLAIN 
to agitate his scheme so long and so ear- 
nestly, has declared his sympathy with 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’s aims, has connived 
at the seizure of the party machinery by 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN in order to promote 
his plan, and has made no protest when 
one after cnother of the Conservative 
candidates in bye-elections have stood on 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN'S platform, and gone 
down to defeat upon it. The only plausi- 
ble explanation is that Mr. BALFouR was 
in doubt as te how the country would 
take Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, and practically 
abandons him when he is plainly con- 
demned by public opinion, This explana- 
tion is confirmed by his suggestion of a 
“free conference’ with the self-govern- 
ing colonies and with India. The Gov- 
ernment of India has declared that 
Chamberlainism would be fatal to the 
interests of that part of the empire which 
depends largely for its prosperity on ex- 
ports to other countries than England 
and on exports to England which are 
non-competitive, and therefore would not 
be aided by a preferential duty. As for 
the other colonies, they are absolutely 
non-committal on the policy of Mr, 
CHAMBERLAIN, and nothing would be 
more disastrous to that policy than to 
“call their representatives together and 
ask them definitely what they would 
offer for preference in English markets. 

We regret to say that the present atti- 
tude of Engiand’s brilliant Premier doés 
not give an impression of dignity or even 
of candor. 


A COMIC FRANKENSTEIN. 


One can perfectly understand that 
Sefor OpaLpia, the Minister of the Re- 
public of Panama, is getting himself 
warmly disliked at Washington. He does 
not understand the nature of his own re- 
public. It suited us, in crder to evade the 
exactions of Colombia with reference to 
the Isthmian canal, to set up a straw 
republic of dwellers in the canal zone, 
“the Baxter Street of the Isthmus.” But 
while we intended this creation to pose 
as an independent republic before Colom- 
bia, we did not expect to see it assume 
that character toward its creator. It 
might impose on others, but not on us. 
Its creator, however, the Administration, 
now finds itself confronted with a Minis- 
ter of the republic taking that absurd 
and untenable ground and talking about 
“sovereignty ’’ and international law, 
and even an appeal to The Hague in case 
diplomatic differences arise between it- 
self and the United States. The Admin- 
istration is thus put in the attitude of a 
comic Frankenstein, viewing not exactly 
with apprehension and alarm but with 
annoyance and disgust the contortions 
of the absurd little monster it has fabri- 
cated ® 

It is even suggested that if Sefior 
OBALDIA does not show more accurate 
sense of the place in nature of himself 
and his republic, the Administration may 
be moved to ask his recall as persona non 
grata, and the substitution of some other 
member of his junta. But it can have no 
assurance that the next Minister will be 
any better. In fact, the presumption is 
strong that he would be much the same. 
The natural tendency to magnify his of- 
fice would be combined with the special 
equatorial tendency to put himself in 
evidence, and his recall in turn would 
come te seem at Washington desirable. 
This would go on until we had exhausted 
the whole dozen of Panamanians, who 

; know how to read and write and take a 
profitable interest in public affairs, and 
then we should have to begin again with 
the rejected OBALDIA. Such are the con- 
sequences of describing, for our own pur- 
poses, a small group of speculators as a 
* sister republic,’’ with the result of see- 
ing them take themselves seriously as 


not merely a convenient diplomatic fic- 
tion, but a solid national fact. 


THE VANDERBILT . CUP RACE. 

The purpose to devote some thirty miles 
of public roads in Nassau County to an 
automobile race of ten laps on Saturday 
next continues to divide public opinion 
by irreconcilable differences. In 1903 the 
devotees of automobiling secured the en- 
actment of a law by the New York Leg- 
islature empowering those having charge 
or control of highways to regulate the 
speed of motor vehicles under certain 
conditions, but explicitly providing that: 

Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued as preventing a Board of Supervisors 
from setting aside for a given time a road 
for speed tests to be conducted under proper 
restrictions for the public safety. 

This would appear to legalize the ac- 
tion of the Nassau County Supervisors 
in permitting the race; but in availing 
themselves of a power which should 
never have been given them they call 
attention to the gross impropriety of this 
form of class legislation and suggest the 
necessity for the prompt repeal of the 
provision of the law under which they 
claim to have acted. That any penalties 
could be enforced against those who 
should even deliberately and for the pur- 
pose of spoiling the race use the closed 
roads in proper ways with slow-moving 
vehicles is extremely doubtful. An at- 
tempt to do this would raise the whole 
question of the constitutionality of leg- 
islation of this character, and there is 
very little reason to believe that it would 
stand the test of judicial scrutiny. 
Whether official discretion warrants the 
closing of a road to horse-drawn vehicles 
and pedestrians as a measure of public 
safety or whether the language of the 
statute imposes ‘upon Supervisors and 
others in authority the duty of so regu- 
lating the movements of motor vehicles 
as not to place in jeopardy those using 
such roads for other and lawful purposes 
is a question which the text of the law 
does not specifically answer, but which 
the courts would. It is rather a violent 
construction of the language of the law 
to assume that “ proper restrictions for 
the public safety ” as applied to a motor 
vehicle race are provided by giving the 
public notice that while the automobiles 
are using the road for highly dangerous 
speed trials the public must keep off it. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——There is no doubt that Japan has made 
in the last fifty years what can with exact- 
ness be called marvelous progress, hut the 
common impression that in the half-century 
She has advanced from barbarism to a civi- 
lization closely analogous to that of the 
Occidental nations errs seriously in its as- 
sumption that Japan was a barbarous na- 
tion when the changes which now amaze us 
began. As a matter of fact, Japan was not 
a barbarous, but a highly civilized, country 
when PERRY broke down her long-closed 
doors, and had been for many and many a 
year before. Of course it was not Western 
civilization, but that gave the West no 
more right to call Japan barbarous than it 
gave Javan the right to send the epithet 
the other way. She had highly developed 
arts, a literature that served her purposes, 
an orderly and efficient government, and a 
complex differentiation of her people that 
utilized diverse abilities to what, in the ex- 
isting conditions, was as near the best ad- 
vantage as human beings often attain. She 


was well supplied with chrefully and skill- | 


fully cultivated intelligences, and, though 
she lacked many of our inventions, and 
especially the practical application of sci- 
ence in the saving of labor and the muiti- 
plication of products, it is well to remember 
that these things are not civilization, but 
merely its tools. What Japan has done in 
the half-century is not to pass from bar- 
barism to civilization—which no nation ever 
did in that period or ever will do—but to 
change her own civilization for ‘another. 
That is a sufficiently marvelous achieve- 
ment, but can hardly be called mysterious, 
since intelligence, acquired in one way, can, 
as is illustrated every day, be utilized in 
others when the need arises. Else would our 
own system of collegiate education be in- 
deed a poor thing, and we would be obliged 
to intrust all our tasks to the graduates of 
technical schools. The peculiarity of Japan 
is that she, alone among Hastern nations, 
so far, has been able to see that continue: 
existence depends on appreciation of new 
conditions and the employment of new 
methods. Why she, rather than China, cer- 
tainly not her inferior in intelligence or 
civilization when the great need arose, de- 
veloped the required capacity—that is truly 
mysterious, and none of the explanations 
hitherto offered is satisfactory. 
—* Natural’ boundaries, 
rivers and mountain chains, are com- 
monly and properly supposed to be 
better for the separation of territorial 
possession than are the straight lines that 
diplomats and surveyors draw on maps, 
The natural boundaries; however, have 
their disadvantages. If mountain chains, 
they are permanent enough, but their exact 
position is often extremely hard to find, 
especially when the ownership of a gold 
field depends upon this or that parting of 
the waters or upon this or that distance 
from the sea. Such difficulties were re- 
cently illustrated up in Alaska, When the 
boundary is a river flowing through an 
alluvial plain, the troubles it makes are 
frequent and endless, and of that we are 
having proof just now on our Southern bor- 
der, where the Rio Grande has suddenly 
taken a fancy for reaching the sea through 
a new mouth twenty-five miles further 
north than the old one. Thus, apparently, 
do we lose something like 600,000 more or 
less valuable acres of Texas to our Mexican 
neighbors. Texas is so big that we might 
stand this once or even several times with- 
out minding it much, but evidently if the 
process continues, no matter in which direc- 
tion, the result will be confusion and ill- 


feeling.

—As to the rights, legal and other, of 
a man to fill with negro tenants an apart- 
ment house in a street where such tenants 
have hitherto been unknown, opinions can 
differ as safely as widely, but Mr. A, Logs, 
who has done this thing with a house of 
his up in One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street, is certainly wrong in declaring to 
the disturbed neighbors that “as the prop- 
erty is mine I can do as I please with it, 
no matter what other people say.’’ This is 
a notion of extreme antiquity, haying, in- 
deed, come down to us from prehistoric 
ancestors. For whom, presumably, it was 
in fairly close approximation to the truth. 
It never was entirely true, however, even 
for nomadic savages, and the limitations 
of its truth—the ways and degrees in which 
it is not true—have grown steadily greater 
and greater as the complexities of human 
relations have increased. Now, in places 
like New York the things which a man 
cannot do with the property he calls his 
are vastly more numerous than the things 
he cun do. ‘*‘ What other people say,’ in- 


stead of being a negligible consideration in 
determining the usés to which he can put 
“his” property, has become decisive in a 
multitude of cases, and, of course, Mr. 
LoEB will realize this the moment he gives 
the matter a Httle cool study. Probably 
he can have negro tenants if he Ifkes them 
better than white ones—can, that is, if he 
is willing to endure or is able to ignore the 
disfavor of ded neighbors—but there 
are many kinds of tenants that he is posi- 
tively forbidden to shelter, and many 
more who would inevitably cause for him 
& vast amount of serious trouble. More- 
over, the Fire Department, the Building 
Department, the Board of Health, and half 
a dozen more embodiments of “ what other 
people say’ will speak to him with great 
vigor if what he happens to want to do 
with his own property does not agree with 
the views of the ‘“‘other people” as to 
what he should and should not do. Men 
still have certain privileges and liberties 
as to the use of their property, but they 
cannot even refuse to sell it if the “‘ other 
people” decide that they need it, and in 
such cases the “other people” fix the 
price, not the nominal owners. 


DESECRATION OF THE FLAG. 


A Protest Against Use of the National 
’ Emblem by Political Parties. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Is there no way by which our fellow-citi- 
zens can be made to see the impropriety 
and the danger of the use of the flag for 
partisan purposes? Eight or ten years ago, 
in a hotly contested political campaign, the 
names of the candidates of one of the two 
great parties were freely displayed on the 
flag itself. In the present campaign the 
Nation’s emblem is being used for a sim- 
flar purpose by the adherents of that same 
party, especially throughout the mercantile 
district of the City of New York. 

This time the names of the candidates for 
the two highest offices in the gift of the 
American people are placed above the flag, 
(was that intention; it is, surely, signifi- 
eant,) as, if I mistake not, the former 
method would be an infringement of a law 
which was passed to avoid a recurrence of 
that to which reference is made above. 

I have never voted the Democratic ticket, 
but I cannot and shall not vote for any 
man who or any party which makes use of 
the flag for partisan purposes. 

The flag is the property of the whole 
people, not of any one party.

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‘THE PEACE CONGRESS. 


Commendation of President Roosevelt— 
Address by Oscar S. Straus. 


BOSTON, Oct. 4.~—A general supplication 
for peace between the nations of the world 
was the “keynote to-day of the first de- 
liberative session of the thirteenth Inter- 
national Peace Ccngress. Delegates from 
the great countries of the globe, all promi- 
nent in their home lands, engaged in the 
Dp ngs. Warm commendation of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's announcement that he 
would call another conference at The Hague 
Was expressed. 

The suggestion was made that some col- 
lective move might be made to induce the 
belligerents in the Far East to return to 
peace. It was also suggested that if the 
powers refused further finangial aid to 
Russia and Japan they would be incapable 
of continuing the struggle much longer. 

Edwin D. Mead, the Chairman of the 
Organization Committee of the congress, 
delivered the opening address, speaking 
earnestly in favor of the reduction of great 
navies and general disarmament among 
nations. 

Kobert Treat Paine, Sr., of Boston was 
elected President of the congress and Dr. 
Benjamin F. Trueblood, also of this city, 
Secretary. 

Tremont Temple was the scene to-night 
of a great public meeting, under the 
auspices of the Peace Congress, to hear 
from distinguished publicists of the work 
and influence of The Hague Tribunal. Oscar 
8S. Straus, ex-Minister to Turkey and a 
member of The Hague Court, presided. In 
his address he said: 

“The work of The Hague conference, the 
establishment of the permanent court of in- 
ternational arbitration by.the representa- 
tives of the twenty-six leading nations of 
the world, marks not only the crowning 
glory of the nineteenth century, but, with 
God's blessing, the most enduring humani- 
tarian achievement of the ages. 

“TI cannot speak with authority, or 
even with an intimate knowledge of facts, 
and I may be permitted to express 
the feeling of disappointment which was 
shared by many, that, largely growing out 
of the failure of an international under- 


standing of invoking the initiative as con- 
templated by the treaty, the full force and 
moral effect of the treaty could not or was 
not applied in a supreme effort to avert the 
appa war now raging with such lurid 
and destructive heroism between Russia 
and ayen. 

* Under the treaty the right to offer good 
offices or mediation appertains to the pow- 
ers even during the course of hostilities, 
and it is provided that the exercise of this 
right shall never be regarded as an un- 
friendly act. 

*“* May the voice of this congress awaken 
the nations to the exercise of their moral 
obligations, and may The Hague treaty be 
sent upon its mediating mission of peace by 
the aroused public sentiment of the world 
as the practical fruit of the deliberations of 
this thirteenth International Peace Con- 
gress.”’

Gov. Odell Delivers an Address in Em- 
pire State Building. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 4—New York State 
Day was celebrated at the exposition to- 
day. The Garde Republicaine Band of 
France and Prof. 8. H. Groves of New 
York at the organ furnished music during 
the exercises in the New York Building, 
which was beautifully decorated. State 
Commissioner Edward Lyman Bill of New 
York City recited. Addresses were made 
by Director of Exhibits Skiff and Commis- 
sioner Bill, to which Gov. Odell responded, 

In tie course of his remarks Gov. Odell 
said: : 

“Every able-bodied citizen of our coun- 
try is an asset, and those who through 
weakness, however painful the admission 
may be, are incapacitated from labor, must 
be entered upon the debit side of the Na- 
tional ledger. Therefore the laws that 
guard against burdensome toil, too long 
hours of labor, and against ignorance, are 
not only humanitarian in their character, 
but aré best calculated to promote the in- 
terest of all the people. 

‘In the division of society, those who 
labor and those who represent capital 


| Should always be in accord, and the de- 


mands of ¢ither should never trespass upon 
the rights of the other. It ts too fre- 
quently the case that through misunder- 
standing of our laws and the higher eco- 
nomical conditions friction does arise be- 
tween these two great elements of society, 
The right of every man to sell his prod- 
ucts or his labor in the best market is un- 
questioned, and any interference with this 
principle of sound government is a menace 
to the Republic itself. 

“Every man should be a part of the 
Government. He should feel it to be as 
much his duty to respond to civic respon- 


sibilities as do those living under a mon- 
archy, whose early tuition instills in them 
the belief that they owe the best part of 
their lives to the military service of their 
Government. As they are undeterred by 
fear of death or disaster, so should our 
young men be undeterred from entering 
public life by calumny, vilification, and 
abuse, which they see too frequently and 
too unjustly bestowed upon others.”

SAW SCHOONER BURN AT SEA. 


Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Brings Dr. 
Dawson of London to Lecture Here. 


A burning three-masted schooner, which 
Was passed off the banks of New Found- 
land about 6 o’clock last Saturday after- 
noon, was the most interesting incident of 
the voyage of the North German Lloyd 
liner Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which 
reached this port late yesterday afternoon. 
It was impossible to read the schooner’s 
name, and as her lifeboats were still on 
deck the crew had undoubtedly been taken 
off by some passing steamship, after which 
the vessel was set afire, owing to her dan- 
gerous position in the path of navigation. 

When the burning hulk was discovered 
the Kaiser circled around the wreck to be 
certain that none of the crew remained, 
but a delay of half an hour proved that no 
living thing remained. Some of the pas- 
sengers made out on the deck the dead 
bodies of a dog and a pig, both of which 
had probably been killed as an act of mer- 
cy when the ship was deserted.

GREAT EPISCOPAL CONCLAVE. 


British Primate and Nearly 100 Bishops 
to Attend Boston Convention. 


BOSTON, Oct. 4.—What is considered by 
the leading Bishops and lay deputies as the 
most important conclave of Episcopalians 
ever held In this country will begin here to- 
morrow, when the triennial general con- 
vention assembles in Emmanuel Church. 

Before the opening session a service will 
be held in Trinity Church, at which the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and prelates 
from four continents will be present. It ig 
expected that nearly 100 Bishops will be in 
the procession that will precede the serv- 
ices. 

Among the matters to be acted upon at 
the convention are the question of changing 
the name of the church, that of altering 
the divorce canon to prevent the remar- 
riage of any person whose partner is still 
living, the question of adopting the Eng- 
lish system of electing Bishops suffragan 
to agsist in large dioceses and in dioceses 
where the negro problem is uppermost and 
the general plan of meeting conditions in 


the insular possessions. Several new Bish- 
ops are to be chosen. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury arrived 
from New York on a special train this aft- 
ernoon. Dr. Davidson was accompanied by 
Mrs. Davidson, J. P‘terpont Morgan, who is 
a deputy from New York; the Rev. Hyla 
Holden, and the Rev. J. Ellison, vicar of 
Windsor, chaplains to the primate.

{ROOSEVELT AND 


PANAMA 
ARE DISSECTED BY HILL 


Hints at Connection of Administra¢ 
tion with Panama Lobby. 


SAYS TREATY WAS VIOLATED 


Federal Constitution Also Disregarded 
and Spooner Law Wrongfully 
Interpreted. 


ALBANY, Oct. 4.—Ex-Senator David B, 
Hill to-night addressed the Constitution 
Club of Albany on “The Lawlessness of 
President Roosevelt Displayed in the Pan- 
ama Affair.” He said in part: 

“ The essence of the reproach of President 
Roosevelt made in the Democratic National 
platform is that he has, as President, been 
lawless in the sense of American law and 
of international law. 

“Official documents sent to Congress es- 
tablish that a treaty with Colombia re- 
quired him to respect, and no violate, her 
sovereignty over Panama, and her property 
therein; that the law of nations precluded 
him from first creating Panama as an inde- 
pendent State, by preventing Colombia from 
suppressing the rebellion which Panama 
began, and then recognizing her as a new 
nation, and that the Constitution of the 
United States debarred him from ordering 
the Navy to arrest, on the high seas, Co- 
lombian yessels attempting to transport 
to Panama the armed ferces of Colombia 
which were on the way to suppress the re- 
bellion. 

‘The alternative before President Roose- 
velt was either to treat Panama as an in- 
tegral part of Colombia, or aid her as a 
province rightfully in revolt, or soon to be 
in revolt. He chose the latter. He repudi- 
ated the treaty of 1846! 

“He ordered the Navy Department as 
early as October 19 and 80 to put ‘ships 
Within easy reach of the Isthmus in the 
event of need arising.’ He confessed to 
Congress that, without consulting it, he did 
on Nov. 2, 1908, when ‘it was evident that 
the outbreak was imminent,’ send orders 
to our naval forces not to permit any Co- 
lombian armed force to come, with a hos- 
tile intent, ‘at any point within fifty miles 
of Panama,’ and to prevent the landing of 
any armed forces by Colombia in defense 
of her sovereignty which the treaty of 
1846 bound the President to respect. 

“Those orders were executed. Their ex- 
ecution was an act of war by the President 
against a treaty ally of the United States, 
and a violation of the treaty of 1846. 

“The revolt of Nov. 4, 1903, was of 
course successful. President Roosevelt 
upheld it, and so created Panama as an in- 
dependent State; two days thereafter he 
recognized as independent the State he had 
created by an act of war, and fourteen 
days later made a treaty with the new 
State for the excavation of a ship canal, 
which treaty the newly created State rati- 
fied on Dec. 2, 1908, by the agency of what 
was described as a ‘junta of provisional 
Government.’ 

“It may be said that the doing of an act 
of war by the President against Colombia, 
our treaty ally, without the consent of Con- 
gress, is an accomplished, fixed, and irre< 
vocable fact. Why debate it now? 

“The answer is that the conduct of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the matter did manifest 
such a lawless habit of mind in the inter- 
pretation of international law, our own 
Constitution, treaties, and statutes, as to 
demonstrate his unfitness to be President. 

‘‘He comments on that Spooner law as 
if it forced him somehow or other, by 
fair means or foul, to secure the ‘ perpetual 
control’ of a strip of land at Panama for 
a@-canal. He refused to see that the alter- 
native Nicaragua route, specified in the 
Spooner law for use in case the President 
could not, on reasonable terms, buy a con- 
cession from Colombia, and also buy the 
property which the French company had 
to sell, is evidence that Congress did not 
intend violence to Colombia. 

‘His predecessors in office have been of 
the opinion that neither the Federal Con- 
stitution permitted, nor the treaty of 1846 
required the President, in order to protect 
the transit, to ‘resort to force without 
the direct authority of Congress, except in 
resisting and repelling hostile attacks.” 

“In presence of the astounding boast by 
President Roosevelt in his recent letter that 
he ‘rescued from impotence’ The Hague 
international tribunal, which he described 
as ‘a potent instrument of peace,’ and of 
the unqualified commendation by Senator 
Fairbanks, in his more recent letter, of that 
caurt, as a method of adjusting by reason 
rather than by force or the menace of force 
such as Roosevelt used toward Colombia, 
‘a great majority. of the questions which 
arise between nations,’ one naturally asks 
why President Roosevelt ordered his Sec- 
retary of State to reject on Jan. 5, 1904, 
the request of Colombia that the differ- 
ences regarding the true interpretation of 
the treaty of 1 which had arisen between 
the two nations be referred to The Hague 
tribunal for decision. 

“No President ever before so quickly 
recognized as an independent State, a prov- 
ince of a fore nation, whose revolt from 
such nation the President had promoted 
and achieved by preventing the nation from 
using force to suppress the revolt. No 
President ever before did knowingly and 
wilfully disregard a solemn treaty pledge 
by his awa 3 | to respect and defend the 
sovereignty of a foreign ration over its 
territory.”’ 

Mr. Hill quoted the statement of the Pan- 
ama revolutionist Duque: 

‘*We knew that the United States would 
not allow the Colombians to enter Panama 
if we seized the reins of Government. 

“The revolution was accomplished by a 
liberal use of money, We bought this Gen- 
eral and that one, $3,000 here, $4,000 there. 
We did not need Mr. Cromwell’s money, for 
we took over the Treasury—eight or nine 
hundred thousand dollars,’’

PARIS, Oct. 4.—Frédéric Auguste Bar- 


tholdi, the sculptor, died this morning. Tu- ’ 


berculosis developed three years ago and 
grave symptoms appeared in the last few 
months. Bartholdi fully recognized the 
morta] nature of his disease and began to 
design his own tombstone. This will show 
an allegorical figure holding out a laurel 
wreath. It was completed the day before 
Bartholdi took to his bed. 

He leaves an important uncompleted 
group intended to be erected in Paris in 
honor of the aeronauts who distinguished 
themselves during the Siege of Paris. 


The sculptor of “Liberty Enlightening 
the World,” the largest statue in existence 


and the most famous if not the greatest 
sculptured work of modern times, was born 
in Isace in 1834. He displayed artistic 
ability at an early age, and, upon the ad- 
vice of Ary Scheffer, his parents allowed 
him to choose art as his profession. 

The Liberty Statue was completed in 1884, 
It was brought to this country in sections, 
and it was not until late in 1886 that the 
work of setting it up on Bedloe’s Island 
was Bo A smaller replica was sub- 
scribed for by American citizens at the 
time of the Paris Exposition of 1889 and 
was erected in the French capital. 

Artistically the “‘ Lion of Belfort,” sym- 
bolic of the defense of the citadel there, is 
regarded as Bartholdi’s finest work.

The Boston News Bureau is planning to spend several thou- 
sand dollars in the extension of its circulation among business men 
and investors, especially West and South.

ment to be delayed only by crop disaster or other internal failure, ). 


every external force from London to Tokio, from the expanding 
gold production of South Africa reaching north to the develop- 
ment of Alaska and the Canadian Northwest, being in favor of the 
United States. 

One of the greatest all around crops from grass to fruit is be- 
ing garnered in the United States, and it is time for business men 
to build. There has been no panic in financial: affairs. Some of 
the extravagance, waste and excesses of the frenziedfinance of five 
years ago have come to the surface. : 

Those who: have trusted great names fn Wall street, to rob 
and plunder in the metal markets or in Montana, for their benefit 
have met with judgment. 
$ | Those who have followed hired mountebanks predicting allur- 
ing prices for false wares may believe as much or as little as they 
please of the confessions of the false prophet now crying for re- 
venge in a wilderness of words. 

The world will grow better and move forward into the light, 
irrespective of how to make darkness visible or the attempt of 
financial frenzifiers to raise bank panic mobs from among their 
victims. 

The age of iron, of steam and of the telegraph is closing. 
The age of steel, electricity and the telephone has opened. 

The limitation to the new age is wholly one of money. Re- 
building and re-equipping in the new consolidated railroad sys- 
tems of the United States is limited by the supply of money. 
When the Pennsylvania Railroad system calls up five times as 
much capital per annum as it disburses in interest and dividends, 
other railroad systems find their development stimulated by the 
example but impeded by the lack of the money supply. 

The line between the age of iron and the age of steel is tha; 
between the Waldorf and the Astoria, The Waldorf was -the last 
building constructed in New York with iron. The Astoria towers 
above it with steel construction, but the first was only finished 
about eleven years ago. Both have only just been completed 
with telephone installation in every room. Today. every hote} 
room in New York must have its individual telephone through 
which business may be transacted with Boston or Chicago. New 
York and other metropolitan cities.are rebuilding under the age of 
steel as fast as labor and the money to pay labor can be found. 

1904 reflects no 1903 panic, only 1903’s lack of money and 
the forcing of liquidation; or the transfer of securities from weak 
to stronger hands. 

The liquidation appears completed. The tendency of money 
is-into the United States from the North, from the West, and 
from the East, Japan is shipping it to us; Alaska is shipping it 
to us, and Europe must ship it to us for her proportion of the 
cotton crop for which the South must receive $300,000,000 more 
per annum than was received upon the average for the last ten 
years of the 19th century. 

The earth is producing gold as never before, and so far as can 
be seen to 1910, must produce it in increasing quantities, and the 
present tendericy of the largest currents of it is toward the 
United States. 

With the gold problem settled, liquidation completed, abund- 
ant crops gathering, prosperity for this country is inevitable. , The 
railroads have the tonnage and can now raise the money to re- 
place and improve their rails and equipment. 

Hence, the steel problem of the future is settled, fer the rail- 
roads consume 40% of the steel produced in the United States 
and the United States consumes one-half the steel of the world. 

The danger of the future is not one of lower prices for steel. 

Therefore, we say now is the time for business men to build.

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Now Seeks Her Rights. 


Mrs. Julia Schmidt, who escaped from 
the River Crest Sanatarium, in Astoria, on 
Aug. 21, 1908, and who was believed to 
have committed suicide, appeared in the 
Supreme Court yesterday when the court 
handed down a decision pronouncing her 
sane. 

Justice Leventritt at the same time ac- 
cepted the papers in her suit for divorce 
and made an order directing that the sum 
of $40 a week alimony be paid to her by her 
husband, Fritz George Schmidt, an _ opti- 
cian,. of .11 East Forty-second Street. . The 
court vacated “the order made by Justice 
Giegerich committing her to the asylum 
and filed a complete record of the case, 
with the opinion that the woman was per- 
fectly sane. 

The Schmidts were married on April 13. 
1887, and have two children—Helen, fifteen 
years old, and Julia, thirteen years old. 
Mrs. Schmidt says that she lived happily 
with her husband until the Fall of 1902, 
when he began staying away from home 
nights. She had him watched, she says, 
and secured sufficient evidence to show 
that he had deserted her. When she taxed 
him with this about March, 1903, she al- 
leges, he admitted his faults in the pres- 
ence of one of his friends, C. L. Fosdick, an 


insurance broker. 

A few days later, says Mrs. Schmidt, the 
family physician, Dr. John A. Hartwell of 
50 East Fifty-third Street, called upon her 
and told her that she had better go into the 
country to recuperate, as her health had 
been bad since the birth of her child. She 
willingly agreed to accompany the phy- 
sician, and declares that she believed he 
was taking her to a hotel, until she dis- 
covered after reaching Astoria that she was 
in the River Crest Sanitarium. The nurses 
there, Mrs. Schmidt alleges, induced her to 
remain by telling her that it would improve 
her health. Then she says her husband 
called to see her, accompanied by Dr. 
Hartwell and Drs, Hirsch and Barry. The 
physicians questioned her, continues Mrs. 
Schmidt, while she was suffering from hypo. 
dermic injections administered by the asy- 
lum authorities, and at times was stupefied. 
As she then became convinced that she 
was confined in an asylum against her 
will she became greatly excited and begged 
to be released. 

Mrs. Schmidt made up her mind to escape 
as soon as possible. She then commenced 
writing letter to friends and dcequaintances 
asking them to bring about her release, but 
finally, four weeks after the doctors called 
she was informed that she had been legally 
committed by Justice Giegerich on the re- 
port made to the Supreme Court by the 
three doctors who had visited River Crest 


with her husband. The order of commit- 
ment was signed in April, 1903. 

As soon as she learned this Mrs. Schmidt 
began to make definite plans to escape, 
and finally did so on Aug. 21, four months 
after she had been committed by Justice 
Giegerich’s order. Then she ree 
counsel to have the order of commitment 
vacated, as she was anxious to go into 
court and sue her husband for divorce and 
support, but feared that if she did not have 
the committing order vacated her husband 
might have her recommitted, For that 
reason she says she remained in hiding 
until yesterday, when she learned that the 
court had pronounced her sane on the 
affidavits of Drs. 8. P. Goodhart and L. 
Pierce Clark, who examined her and sub- 
mitted affidavits,

_ der the husband submitted an affidavit in 


which he declared that his wife began to 
act queerly shortly after the birth of their 
first chil and voluntarily went to an 


/ asylum at Amityville, where he paid her 


board for four weeks and then took her 
back home after she had attempted suicide. 
He alleged also that his wife had been a 
willing inmate at River Crest.

RED HOOK LIKES ALCOHOL. 


Wonders How Rock Could Have Object- 
ed to It as “ Chaser.” 


About all of Red Hook that could do so 
Squeezed into the County Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday to hear the trial of a queer dam- 
age suit, locally celebrated as the “‘ Rock 
and Rye Case.” 
Hook for a year. 

The plaintiff, John Rock, a ‘longshore- 
man, sued Philip E. Mayher, a Columbia 
Streét saloon keeper, for $2,000 for damages 
he suffered as a result of having taken 
aicohol as a “chaser” for rye whisky in 
the defendant’s place.

ROW OVER SULLY ASSETS. 


New York Creditors Lined Up Against 
New England Losers. 


The creditors of Daniel J. Sully & Co. who 
belong to the New York Cotton Exchange 
at a meeting yesterday decided to fight the 
suit brought against them by certain New 
England creditors of the Sully firm who do 
not belong to the Exchange. The action is 
one to show cause why the New England 
creditors should not share in the three mill- 
ions of margins paid over to the New York- 
ers at the time of the failure, qn the ground 
that these are general assets of the estate 
of the bankrupt. The plaintiffs also set up 
that the average prices on the day of the 
failure, instead of those the day after, 
should be taken as the basis of settlement. 

The Cotton Excnange creditors say that 
the courts of New York have heretofore 
recognized their rules of trading as regu- 


lating transactions. These rules, as in 
force at the time of the Sully failure, would 
require a settlement at the prices prevail- 
ing ‘on the following day.

Lizzie Wooden, a twelve-year-old girl, 
made a charge in a Jersey City Cour#the 
other day against Louis Golden, twenty- 
one years old.
